Among them, in 


addition to Indiana, were Wisconsin, Ohio 
and Vermont. But Wisconsin and Ver- 
mont were the only .states which adopted 
the name Republican for the new party in 
th( conventions held July lli, ].s54. Tho 
coi ibinatlon in Indiana tentatively as- 
sumed the name of the People's party, 
and the ticket which it nominated and 
elected was known as the People's ticket. 


J loth Wisconsin and Vermont hold a 


prior claim to Indiana to tho honor of 
adopting the name Republican for the 
nc .v party. Even these two states, how- 
eve r,werc not the first to bestow the name 
on the foe of slavery extension 
Michi- 


gan hud a state convention a week earlier 
than these, or on July C, 1854, and one 
of its resolution declared that tho clo- 
ra< nts in tho new combination would"co- 
opcrato and bo known as Republicans un- 
til the contest be terminated."

form of political usurpation than the work

AGAINST TICKET BROKERS. 


A Hatter of Far Beaching Interest—Ton(h 


on the Scalper*. 


The supreme court of Illinois in an 


opinion filed at Mt. Vernon has dismissed 
the petition of the Chicago ticket scalpers 
to expunge from the records of the court 
opinions previously filed whose real scope 
was to declare the law of 1875 forbidding 
railroad ticket scalpers from operating In 
Illinois constitutional. In 1875 the gen- 
eral assembly of Illinois enacted such a 
law. About two years ago, one George 
Burdick was convicted in the circuit 
court of Jackson county upon two indict- 
ments of violating this law, and fined 
(500 upon each charge. He brought the 
cases to the supremo court,which affirmed 
the decision of the court below, thereby 
holding the law of 1875 constitutional. 


At the May term, 1895, of the supreme 


court representatives of the American 
Ticket Brokers' association, the Guaran- 
tee Ticket Brokers' association and the 
Chicago Ticket Brokers' Local association 
petitioned the court to set aside and ex- 
punge from its records its former deci- 
sions in the Burdick cases, claiming the 
Burdick cases to be fictitious, and that, 
therefore, a fraud had been perpetrated 
upon the court. This the court refused 
to do, on the point of law that persons 
not direct parties to a former decision, or 
directly interested therein, have no right 
to have such decision sot aside. 


The opinion was written by Justice Ba- 


ker, and is concurred in by Justice Cart- 
wright, Wilkin and Craig, while Justices 
Phillips, Magruder and Carter dissent, 
filing a dissenting opinion.

Horace Cashing, of Amnnption, has 


been drawn to serve as a grand juryman 
to the Dotted State* district court at 
Springfield. 


There was not much business before the 


city council at the meeting last night and 
the session closed at 8:30. The longest 
discussion was, as usual, upon the sower 
question. A resolution was introduced to 
the effect that the city clerk be instruct- 
ed to advertise for bids for tho construc- 
tion of the Oakland avenue sewer. Al- 
derman Montgomery thought that there 
was no hurry and said he didn't want the 
matter rushed through. Alderman Simp- 
sou said that bids would bo cheaper now 
than at any other time. Labor was 
cheap and brick cost only about half as 
much as when the other sewers wore 
built. Ho saw no reason why the city 
should not go ahead and build the sewer 
and he demanded the roll call on the ques- 
tion. The resolution was passed with a 
vote of 9 to 5, DeWitt, Gogerty, Gebhart, 
Hankins, Hill, Irwin,Montgomery, Simp- 
son and Thayer voting yes, and Ahrens, 
Bolen, Carter, Johnson and Montgomery 
voting no. 


Alderman DeWitt then moved that a 


clause be attached to the ordinance re- 
quiring contractors who build tho sower 
to employ only Decatur laborers and pay 
not less than ?1,60 per day. He said that 
there were many men in tho city who 
were out of work and that as the sewer 
run through the part of town whore tho 
laboring men live, they should have the 
work to do. The opinion of the city at- 
torney was asked for and that official said 
he did not think that such a condition 
would be lawful so Mr. DeWitt withdrew 
his motion 
Mr. Hankins asked to sub- 


stitute another motion that tho contrac- 
tor employ only Decatur labor in build- 
ing the sewer if such could bo employed 
for not more than $1 50 per day, thus giv- 
ing the contractor the opportunity of go- 
ing out of the city for help if it could not 
be hired reasonably in Decutur. 


Alderman Irwin said that tho adding of 


u clause to the original ordinance was en- 
tirely out of order and that if such was 
done a new ordinance would have to be 
drawn up, so Mr. Hankins withdrew his 
motion and the matter stood as before the 
discussion with the ordinance passed.

THE CHINCH PEST. 


Farmers Already 
Plow Ing Dp Their 


Fields—Interestiiisr Details of the 


Life History of^the Pestn. 


Business men an farmers alike are be- 


coming greatly alarmed ovor thi> threat- 
ened ravages of the chinch bug, which 
has descended upon Central Illinois like a 
plague of Egypt 
Three traveling men 


were called in from one neighboring town 
last week says the Bloomington Panto- 
graph. The alarm among the country 
merchants had bccomo so marked that the 
salesmen were unable to sell them goods, 
and it was all on account of the chinch 
bug. Around Clinton the fields an- bud- 
ly yellowed, and investigation show that 
the bugs are at work in every case. 
One 


farmer at Wayucsville has plowed .up his 
entire oat field. 


The BUB and Itn History. 


During the post few years the life hib- 


tory of this bug has been carefully studied 
by trained entomologists [at the various 
state experiment stations, but positive re- 
sults in the matter of means of dofonbO 
against their attacks have not been en- 
tirely satihfaotory. 
When they become ex- 


cessively numerous nature hub provided a 
remedy in 
fungus dibease which will 


quickly carry off the excess. A few years 
ago Professor Snow, of Kansas Vmverbity, 
found that thih dibease could be culti- 
vated, inking it pracituil to infect bugs 
and turn them loohO to act as i-enters of 
infection, thus spreading 
the disease 


r.ipidly. Grout things were at Hist ox- 
pectedof thisdisco\ury, but the results 
have not been in keeping with the high 
expeditions 
Practical ospoileme has 


shown that the white mustardino or 
chinch bugfungus required a wet soil and 
humid atmobphere for its rapid develop- 
ment, but with hot, dry days it. w ill not 
spread naturally, nor if introduced Into 
the field by diseased bugs. As bug- do 
not thrive anyway in wot, damp wather, 
but to the contrary, are only dangerous in 
warm dry seasons, the great things pre- 
dicted of white muscardine ha%e failed to 
materali/e, and the only practical protec- 
tion is from barriers and constant vigil- 
ance to prev ent the bugs from passing 
from one field to another 
Where n small 


grain field is infected little can be done, 
though in a limited area 
something 


might be accomplished by the use of kero- 
sene emulsion. 


In the course of the season tlicre ore 


two and occasionally three broods, the 
hardiest of the last brood surviving the 
winter. These specimens pass through 
the winter under rubbish heaps, _fodder 
htecks, straw piles leaves, eh-. 
In the 


spring their first choice for food is young 
wheat, but they will eat any of the grains, 
and in the absence of cultivated crops, 
e\en live upon weeds. 


Kiich female is Mipposcd to be capable 


of producing about Bno eggs, the first 
brood appearing in May and Juno 
This 


brings this brood out just in season to 
attack wheat, while the second brood, ap- 
pearing about the time wheat is har- 
vcbtcd, usually attack* corn 
The time 


require for the full development of the 
winged insect from the ogg as laid i« 
about sixty days. 
When wheat fields 


have ripened and no longer furnish food 
all the bugs in all stages, .irvno papea 
and imogoes move on foot to other fields. 
It is at the time of this imigrution that 
they can best be fought. 
Perhaps the 


best plan to be followed ib to plow a strip 
several furnra 9 wide keeping the sides 
mellow and friable. 
When the Imgs in 


their journey accumulate in the furrows 
they can be truppo by makins? holes in the 
bottom of the furrow at regular intervals 
into which they will fall or (hey can be 
killed by spraying in the fmrow with u 
mixture of kerosene and water. 
Some- 


times strips of spring wheat are planted 
these serving to attract the bugs when 
they can be killed by spraying. 


The chinch bug has but a few natural 


enemies only four of the lady bugs and 
three or four other species of insects feed- 
ing on it 
The principal preventative of 


excessive multiplication IE. the fungus 
disease already referred to. This year 
there are large numbers of nil bugs which 
have passed through the winter. 
The 


dry, hot weather of the last week has been 
favorable to their development.

And Eloquent Denunciation Em- 


ployed by CoL Kelson 


IN HIS SPEECH FOR THE PROSECUTION 


In the Pearl Bryan Murder Trial Yes- 


terday—The Prisoner Denounced as 


a Seducer, Murderer, Mutila- 


tor and Robber. 


CINCINNATI, 
May 12.—Yesterday's 


feature of the trial of Scott Jackson 
was the scathing- arraignment of the 
prisoner by Col. Nelson of the prose- 
cution. Col. Nelson's speech while 
justly termed eloquent, was the 
elo- 


quence of bitter denunciation. 
He 


spoke with a firm and immovable con- 
viction that the prisoner was guilty of 
Pearl Bryan's murder, and his speech 
was an admirable specimen of scorch- 
ing- invective and a wonderfully skill- 
ful and dramatic presentation of the 
case, for it was highly dramatic 
throughout. 


Col. Nelson Vjeg-an with the story of 


Pearl Bryan's death and parentage, 
spoke of the simplicity of her sur- 
rounding's and her quiet country life. 
He then led up to her meeting with 
Jackson, whom he characterized as a 
much-traveled man 
of the world. 


When he came to Jackson's meeting- 
with the "simple little country girl" 
and his admissions upon the stand, in 
the presence of the dead girl's mother 
and relatives, that he had improper 
relations with her, lie fairly flayed the 
prisoner, and pointing his finger at 
Jackson, while his voice trembled and 
his frame shook with pent-up passion, 
he exclaimed: 


"This man won that girl. 
She 


looked upon him as a god, for so lovers 
seem; but lie proved a demon." 


At another point, in alluding to the 


identification of the dress found upon 
the headless body at Fort Thomas and 
turning it so that the splotches of 
blood showed. Col. Nelson walked to- 
ward Scott Jackson and held the gar- 
ment in front of the prisoner's face. 


"Here is the dress the poor girl wore 


\vhen these men took her to the sa- 
loon—not blood-covered then, but it 
was a few hours later." 


The speaker recounted how Jackson 


threw Pearl lEryan's trinkets into the 
river. "But that valise," .cried Col. 
Nelson, as he shook the bloody satchel 
within a foot of Scott Jackson's face; 
"that valise had an electric touch, and 
he could not let go of it." 


Col. Nelson showed the jury a piece 


of the litile gold chain which Pearl 
Bryan wore about her neck when she 
left lireerjeastle. 
"And where do we 


find it?" he asked. "In the trunk of 
her murderer, Scott Jackson." 


At several points in his speech Col. 


Nelson appealed to the jurors by name, 
and twice put questions to Attorney 
Crawford. He went into an analysis 
of the evidence, scoring witness Truste 
and others of the defendant's witneses, 
making light of the medical experts. 


Col. Nelson concluded by proclaim- 


ing that the defendant had been guilty 
of seduction, murder, mutilation of a 
dead body and robbery. He spoke for 
about five hours and finished at five 
o'clock, when court adjourned until 
this morning. 


Col. Crawford will speak to-day. 
The instructions to the jury, given 


by the court yesterday morning, are 
very voluminous, and are generally 
construed to be against the prisoner.

On May IS (May 6 old style) 
the emperor and empress will reach the 
Petrowsky palace, near Moscow, by spe- 
cial train, and will celebrate on that 
day the emperor's birthday. They will 
remain in the palace till May 21. the daj 
of the triumphal entry into Moscow. 
After the celebration of the Te Beam in 
the Ouspensky cathedral the emperor 
and cnipreis will proceed to the Ark- 
hang-elsky and Blagowestohensky ca- 
thedrals to visit the relics and image*, 
and the tombs of their ancestors. They 
will then gt> to the Ales.andrisky palace 
outside the city, where they w ill remain 
till May 23. 


On May 22 and 23 they will receiie 


the foreign ambassadors in the tin one 
ream of tliegreat palace of the Kremlin 
On May 23, £4 and 2f> heralds will fcol 
emiily proclaim to the people the day 
of the coronation, and meanwhile the 
emperor and empress will attend to 
their religious duties.. On the 24th the 
emperor will review the Izmailovskj 
regiments and a battalion, of sappers, 
and the imperial standard will then be 
blessed in the Kremlin. The next day 
the insignia of s,ov ereig-nty will be borne 
in. state into the throneroom, the em- 
peror and empress will go from the 
Alexandrisky palace to the Great pal- 
ace in the Kremlin, and in the evening- 
masses will be celebrated in all the 
churches. 


May 20 is the day of core-nation, 


which will be followed by a state ban- 
quet; on the three days following- the 
emperor and empress will recehe con- 
gratulations in the Kremlin palace, and 
the city will be illuminated; on the 27th 
tliere will be a state dinner in the pul.ice 
to the clergy and state officials; on the 
2Sth an assembly of the court in the 
Kremlin palace; on the 29th the in- 
signia of sovereignty will be removed 
from the throneroom and there will be 
a gala performance in the Grand the- 
ater. 


Then follow lesser formalities: May 


r.O, popular festhal on the Hodyuskj 
field and ball at the French ambassa- 
dor's, M. de Montebello; May 31, dinner 
at the palace to the delegates of the 
estates and ball at the Austrian am- 
bassador's, Prince von Liechtenstein; 
June 1, solemn service at the Tchondow 
convent and ball at Grand Duke Ser- 
gius'; June 2, ball of the nobility of Mos- 
cow in honor of the sovereigns; June 3, 
pilgrimage of tihe emperor and empress 
in the Alexandra hall of the Kremlin 
pateoe; June 5, concert at the German 
ambassador's, Prince Kadolin; on June 
6, the birthday of the empress, the sov 
erejgns will leave the Ouspensky ca- 
thedral in state, and will give a dinner 
to the diplomatic corps and the special 
envoys; and on June 7, after a grand re- 
view of all the troops in Moscow and a 
dinner to the city authorities, the em 
peror and empress will leave Moscow.

Later, 
Laiwton learned that Fieg-cnbaum was 
in Wisconsin at the time the country 
w as startled by the news of the murder 
nnd mutilation of women there; then 
he was in London when so many women 
fell victims to the knife of some mys- 
terious assassin in Whitechapel.

Stand i 
in a warm place for 12 hours, then hot 
tie. This should make a quantity suf 
ficient to fill five quart fruit jars, an<1 
should be at once placed in a cool, darl 
place. To make your bread, take on 
jar of yeast in the morning, work i 
moderately stiff with some flour, am 
set to rise in a warm sheltered place 
It will usually be ready to bake by noon, 
and will make three good loaves.—N.

his person. When confronted with the 
fact that the watch had been Hackman's 
ho simply replied, "Is it?" 
Ho gave a 


description of Gigham and was assured 
that everything would bo done to find 
him. 
On the following Sunday Gighaia 


was found. He said he left here about 
tho 26 of February with Bob Athey, son 
of the hotel proprietor and did not return 
till March 8. Athey told practically the 
same story, that they had been at Terre 
Haute on March 3, the day of the murder. 
Marshal Mason took Gigham to Torre 
Haute and found that his story about be- 
ing in that city was true. 


The story given by Myers about his 


whereabouts is false. 
There was found 


on Myers' person articles which have been 
identified as belonging to August Hack- 
man. 


These facts lead one to believe beyond a 


doubt that Joseph B. Myers brutally kill- 
ed August Hackmau on the morning of 
March 8, to got the watch and money on 
his person. The back of Hackman's head 
was crushed and the face driven into tho 
ground. 


Such a murder as this bus never been 


committed. Xnt in the annals of the 
county has there oocn such a brutal mur- 
der as this, prompted simply by gain. 
Joseph B. Myers, who ii before you for 
trial stands not only charged but guilty 
of that crime. 


The Evidence, 


At the closer of Attorney Mills' address

Ho left 
about the 12th or 15th of February with 
tho intention ot coming to Decafcur to gei 
a situation on tho railroad. 
The witness 


remembered of Hackman having a gol< 
watch which he bought in St. Louis anc1 


afterward had repaired at a watchmaker'i 


in the railroad. He came to Decatur and

.!) and stayed two weeks, lacking a day. 


Some two years or more ago there came to 


his county from Pennsylvania u man 
named Joseph Myers. He was a carpen- 
er and had done various jobs in this 
county and especially in Long Creek 
township. Since last fall he, too, had 
jccn <i boarder and lodgor of the Eagle 
uitcl. Ho was out of employment most 
of the winter. He was boarding at the 
ingle hotel during the time Hackman 
vus there and became acquainted with 
lim and tho two men played cards to- 
gether. 
Hpiing opening Myers went out 


to Long Cieok township and on his ro- 
iurn ho told Hackmnn of his visit and the 
attcr asked why ho had not been allowed 


go. Myers snid he was going out 


again and Hackmau should go. On Mon- 
day, 
Miuch 3, they went to Long Creek 


iownship, apparently in search of work. 
They visited Edward Smith, living about 
four miles from the city, on tho Wait 
'arm near the I , D. & W. railroad. 
This 


side is the residence of Bering Burrows 
And still nearer tho Smith place is the 
farm of Samuel Davis. Smith knew My- 
:TS and arranged with him to do some 
work. August also wanted employment 
but did not gee it. 
Myers says they went 


to tbe Davis place and saw Mrs. Davis. 
Ho also states that they went; to Bering 
Burrows' place and found no one at home 
but a farm hand who said if they would 
return the next day Mr. Burrows would 
be there and might give them employ- 
ment. 
The two men met a man mimed 


Warren, who had worked for Mr. Bur- 
rows, and asked him it ho knew whether 
Mr. Burrows wanted to employ any 'one 
On the night of March 2 it was decided 
that they should leave for Long Creek the 
next day. 
The two men loft the city and 


that was the last time Huckmao was ever 
seen alive. Myers returned thut night 


il paid $10 on his board bill and that 


night he flashed a roll of bills on tho out- 
side of which was a $20 bill, in a saloon. 
Myers was in town till Saturday. Since 
the finding of Hackman's body Myers has 
been interviewed and his story up to this 
point coincides with the facts. 


Myers says that he left with Hackman 


and stopped to talk with James Myers 
who was working at a ditch with two 
others and then left Hackman at the rail- 
road near Burrows' place. He says he 
went to Smith's place and worked there 
and came to town. He paid tS to Mr. 
Athey at the Eagle hotel and bought a 
watch in a saloon and pawned it for $3. 


As a matter of fact he did not go out to 


Ed Smith's place to do the .work, nor stop 
to talk to men in tho ditch until the lat- 
ter part of Macrh. He returned the fame 
afternoon he left with Hackmnn. 


On April 25 as some boys were passing 


thrngh the woods a little off the beaten 
track to Long Creek they found the body 
of Hackman laying on the face by a 
stump and covered with leaves. The 
body could not be recognized, but by an 
advertisement on his person the matter 
was traced down and the body was posi- 
tively identified as that of August Hack- 
man. 


Myers was interviewed by officers.

was recognized ~by the officers that the 
only possible clew was the finding of the 
watch. Upon a vigilant search especial- 
ly) at White's pawn shop, the watch was 
found. This revealed Myers' connection
